Registrar  seems  reasonable  and  sufficient  to  compen- 
sate such  witness  for  his  costs  and  charges  in  attend- 
ing as  such  witness,  but  such  sum  shall  not  exceed  the 
following: — 

To  witnesses  being  Chinese  or  Indians, 
their  reasonable  expenses  actually  in- 
curred in  travelling,  in  lieu  of  mile- 


age, and  a sum  not  exceeding $1  per  diem.

The  travelling  expenses  of  witnesses  over  three  miles 
shall  be  allowed,  according  to  the  sums  reasonably 
and  actually  paid,  but  in  no  case  shall  exceed 
thirty  cents  per  mile  one  way. 

2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the 
payment,  by  the  Crown,  of  fees  to  witnesses  in  the 
case  of  an  indictment  or  information  by  a private  pro- 
secutor for  the  publication  of  a defamatory  libel. 

3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
entitle  a witness  in  any  case  to  which  this  order  ap- 
plies to  require  payment  of  any  sum  of  money  previous 
to  the  determination  of  the  prosecution  or  trial  at 
which  he  attends  as  a witness.
